24-Hr. Job 


Operating a metropolitan police 
department is a 24-hour-a-day job 
with never a dull moment, take it 


from Atlanta's Police Chief Her- 
bert Jenkins. 

Always smiling and cordial, Jer- 
kins is usually in his office by 9 
a.m. He dashes across Decatur 
St. to a grocery store for a sand- 
wich at noon and hurries home for 
dinner at. 5. He’s back in harness 
by 7 and often works until mid- 
night or later. 

In addition to the executive wor- 
ries attached to the operation of a 
730-man department which admin- 
isters law enforcement over Ful- 
ton County, Jenkins is vitally inter- 
ested in most community prob- 
lems. Those who call to register a 
complaint insist upon talking with 
the chief. Jenkins likes it this way. 
He keeps a sensitive finger upon 
the pulse of events. 

“TIT consider the number one 
problem in any police force depart- 
ment the integrity of the men 
working in the department,” Jen- 
kins declared. 

THOROUGHLY SCREENED 

Men assigned to the Atlanta force 
are screened as thoroughly as appli- 
cants to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. They are processed 
through 12 weeks of intensive train- 
ing in a police school. Men not 
suited for police work are sifted 
out. Those who complete the school 
with good records are placed on 
probation for six months. 

Jenkins does not stop there. He 
maintains a rigid disciplinary vig- 
{lance through a chain of command 
which extends through superintend- 
dents of the various divisions, cap- 
tains in charge of watches, lieu- 
tenants and sergeants. 

Complaint against conduct of the 
men are promptly investigated. 
Jenkins feels that police activity 
can best be helped through sound 
public relations. He emphasizes 
public relations from the time 
rookie is accepted in the school un- 
til eligible for the 25-year retire- 
ment pension. 


OFF-HOUR SCHOOLING 


The chief dangles detectives bu- 
reau assignments and other induce- 
ments as rewards for those inter- 
ested in attending law sclfool in 
off duty hours. He estimates that 
25 per cent of the entire depart- 
ment is studying law or enrolled 
in other college courses and that 
10 per cent of the detectives are 
graduates of law schools. 

Resides the personne! problems 
of his department, Jenkins has a 
multitude of other worries. He con- 
siders vice one of the more serious 
police headaches and, of course, 
traffic is another. 

Jenkins is a member of the board 
of directors of the International As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police. He 
was instrumental in securing the 
gervices of the IACP traffic divi- 
sion to make a survey of traffic 
needs in Atlanta and to place a rep- 
resentative here to see that the rec- 
ommendations were carried out. 

Parking is another problem 
which Jenkins places high on the 
critical list. He points out that 
parking is being eliminated on 
downtown streets to make room 
for moving vehicles and that off- 
street parking facilities cannot be 
provided as rapidly as needed, 

Increasing burglaries and _ lar- 
eenies, particularly auto Jarcenies, 
add to the chief's worries, He 
eontends that the lack of an ade- 
quate automobile title law has 


turned Atlanta and Georgia into a J 


mecca-for auto thieves and thereby 
ereated a serious police problem. 
Jenkins does not consider these 


problems peculiar to Atlanta alone. . 


He says they are present in every 
metropolitan police force. 

“We like to keep a jump ahead 
of things here,’ he said. ‘We 
wouldn’t like to see a Senate crime 
committee come down here and 
point out what is wrong. Our pol- 
icy is to deal with things as they 
come up.”’

Mankind Battles 
For Brotherhood 


Christmas has come and gone in 
Korea. In the trenches and foxholes 
east of the international dateline and on 
the Christian side of the battle line there 
was a brief break between the grim 
duties of war as the fighting men en- 
joved a respite on an otherwise dismal 
and unhappy Yule. In Korea—wher- 
ever American men serve—they par- 
took of the traditional Christmas dinner, 
with all ihe trimmings, that has become 
part and parcel of our celebration of the 
birth of the Christ child. 

Wherever it could be brought to 
them—and few. indeed, were denied—it 


was a “ration-and-a-half” for Christ- 
mas and a reminder of the good life for 
which they fight and the traditional 
family celebrations that find their ulti- 
mate climaxes around the festive board. 

The pause served to remind them, 
too, that communism recognizes no 
birthday of Christ nor the principles 
upon which Western civilization rests. 
As long as the sotinds of battle roar, 
there can be no forgetting that those 
principles have been challenged to the 
death. 

Christmas at the front must have re- 
minded those men that as a final settle- 
ment war is futile. A wartime Yule- 
tide intensifies among us all the hope 
that the world will come to see that 
brotherhood of man is a wiser choice 
than the jungle laws of a tribal exist- 
ence. The man who battles under the 
banner of the United Nations must find 
comfort in realizing that he is fighting 
to establish that principle, to demon- 
strate to the world that freedom is a 
goal within itself, a gain far more pre- 
cious than the spoils of conquest. 

And so it was a “ration-and-a-half” 
in the foxholes of Korea and wherever 
our men are in uniform. It let them 
know that they are not forgotten in 
the hearts of 150,000,000 other Amer- 
icans whom they defend. This small ex- 
pression of gratitude will somehow re- 
assure them and us that a new day must 
dawn and with it there will come 
“peace on earth, good will to men.” 

The choice is with mankind. Either 
man can destroy himself or he can 
choose the road that begins at the 
Manger and leads toward the Cross.

Savannah Was ‘Sent’ 


To Lincoln as Gift 


Savannah, Georgia, is the only city 
in the world which once was “sent” as 
a Christmas present, and we recall it for 
that fact and to point out, too, that out 
of the wreckage of that period in 1864, 
the city has grown and progressed and 
seems as of today to be entering, because 
of her port activities, into an even more 
accelerated period of growth. 

It was on December 13, 1864, that 
Fort McAllister fell to Sherman's troops, 
the assault requiring but 15 minutes. At 
about the same time the Federal fleet 
appeared in the river. 

On the 21st, Sherman's patrols found 
the first rifle pits empty, and on the 
22nd General Sherman himself entered 
the city. He quickly put the federal 
agents out of business, protected prop- 
erty and otherwise behaved well. A 
Treasury agent, A. G. Browne, seeking 
to placate the general, suggested he send 
President Lincoln a telegram presenting 
him the city as a Christmas present. 
The idea pleased him. 

Sherman wrote this message: “I beg 
to present you as a Christmas gift, the 
city of Savannah, with 150 heavy guns 
and plenty of ammunition, also about 
25,000 bales of cotton.” 

Lincoln received the wire on Christ- 
mas eve and gave it to the North on 
Christmas morning, which showed he 
had not lost his instinct for political tim- 
ing. He also sent a generous letter to 
Sherman, beginning, “Many, many 
thanks for your Christmas present—the 
eapture of Savannah.” 

Now, at this Christmas, a great union 
of states which has been greatly blessed 
bv Providence, is once again engaged in 
a war for survival, testing, as Lincoln 
said at Gettysburg, whether a nation 
“of, for and by the people” can long en- 
dure. And Savannah, in and about 
yhich is located much of the nation’s 
strength, is a part of the country’s 
Christmas present in behalf of freedom 
—as is Atlanta, which was destroved in 
that tragic struggle. 

We will endure in this test, as before.

The Health Report 


Pinpoints P roblems 


If it accomplishes nothing else, the 
report of the President’s health commis- 
sion will be valuable for its bringing 
of the nation’s major medical problems 
into one concise document. It provides 
a working blueprint for attacks upon 
these problems, whatever the agency 
that does the work. 


Whether through private means, 
group and community efforts, founda- 
tions and the medical profession itself, 
the blueprint can serve as a guide to 
remedying the situations that are caus- 
ing genuine public concern. 


No one denies the need for more hos- 
pitals, improved medical schools, and 
help for medical students. Under pres- 
ent training programs, a severe short- 
age of medical personnel, including phy- 
sicians, ls foreseen by 1960. As the pop- 
ulation grows and as the per-doctor pa- 
tient load progressively increases, it is 
imperative that some means of meeting 
this need be found if the nation’s health 
is to be maintained at even its present 
standard. Right now the medical schools 
are not graduating enough doctors and 
nurses to take care of the increase in 
population and the attrition of the pro- 
fession through death and retirement. 


Everyone can see the need for ex- 
panded medical research. As the com- 
mission pointed out, no field has more 
possibilities for human betterment, vet 
the $180,000,000 spent in it last year 
was than the amount spent on 
monuments and tombstones. In the 
fields of cancer, polio, and tuberculosis, 
the public itself is rising to aid in these 
fights*through their individual contri- 
butions. In other fields, where the 
need is just as great, organizations are 


less 


also moving in to solicit public support. 


We know, of course, that private 
grants and foundations provided the 
funds that licked the dread hookworm, 
vellow fever, and malaria in the South. 
Without the research that went into 
them, they would still be the scourge 
of millions. Between 1910 and 1920 the 
Rockefeller Foundation provided funds 
for conquest of hookworm in the South 
—a service that has been worth billions. 


And so, whatever else the report 
may accomplish, it has laid out the prob- 
lems that need to be solved. All Amer- 
icans earnestly desire that they be solved 
without the necessity of creating a giant 
federal bureaucracy to rule the medical 
profession and medical services.

Three ‘Omissions’ 


Charged to lke 


Washineton— President-elect Eisenhower, — 
and/or his advisers, are open to the charge 
of making three tactical errors in the for- 
mation of his cabinet. No one questions the 
qualifications of the selected men. On the 
whole it seems to be a cabinet of high level, 
counting men of outstanding ability. 

Rather, it is on the omissions found and 
the methods employed that criticism lies. 
The explosive attack of Senator Taft on the 
appointment of Martin 
Durkin, organized labor 
leader, as Secretary of 
Labor points up some of 
the miscues 

Not necessarily in. or- 
der of their importance, 
three tactical errors may 
be summarized as_ fol- 
lows: 

1. Failure to give Sena- 
tor Taft a greater voice 
in selection of the cabinet 
while weighting it down heavily with close 
friends and associates of Governor Dewey. 
Taft, of course, looms as one of the most 
powerful figures in the new Republican- 
controlled Congress, and his co-operation 
will be essential to the success of the 
Eisenhower administration. 

“2. Omission of any representative of the 
Southern states, four of which broke from 
their traditional Democratic moorings to 
support the Republican ticket. All other 
geographical divisions of the country were 
given a place in the cabinet. The South is 
bound to resent this, especially after the con- 
siderable support which went to General 
Fisenhower in the election. It will do vio- 
lence to the program which is trying to build 
up a real two-party system in the region. 

3. Failure to give greater representatton 
te other Democrats who left their party to 
vote for the Republican candidate, On this 
point the evidence is conclusive enough that 
General Ike owes his election, in large part, 
to some millions of Democrats who crossed 
party lines. 

Senator Taft brought this out in his at- 
tack on the Durkin appointment. Durkin is a 
Democrat who actively supported Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson, the Democratic nominee, in the 
election campaign. But Taft pointed out that 
his appointment would be poor consolation 
to the thousands of other Democrats who 
went over to the Republicans in voting for 
Eisenhower. He called the appointment “‘in- 
credible’ for this and other reasons. 

Certainly the many Democrats who left 
their party to cast their lot with the Repub- 
licans will feel that they have been left out 
of the cabinet picture. The same feeling will 
cut deeply in the South. No section of the 
country likes to feel that it has been ignored 
when all the others have been accorded due 
recognition. Fven President Truman and the 
late President Franklin D. Roosevelt were 
not averse to naming Republicans to their 
eabinet. 

The Labor post, while going ta:a Demo- 
erat, rates at the bottom of the list of cabi- 
net assignments. It will not be counted as 
sufficient representation for those who shifted

WASHINGTON 
angels sing softly: ‘‘Peace on earth!

Precious little there is of either, with mil- 
lions of our young men under arms on land 
and sea—in actual combat in the frozen wil- 
derness of Korea, on the alert in Europe and 

other parts of the globe, 
and in camps in this coun- 
try in training. Military 
service and its interrup- 
tion of normal careers has 
hecome the accepted lot 
with our present genera- 
tion of young men, as it 
has, likewise, with young 
men of other nations all 
over the world. 
Those of us among the 
peoples of the earth who 
cherish freedom and peace are in the 13th 
year of a continuing war that hegan in 1939 
when one tyranny of mind, soul and body 
Now, warily and uneasily, we watch 
the maneuvers of another tyranny of mind, 
soul and body. 

We must continue to stand guard patient- 
ly, and work for peace however we can 
meanwhile. 

We in the United States have a responsi- 
hility above all others, not only because of 
the leadership of the free peoples to which 
we have heen called, but because of our own 
origins. To understand the latter, we only 
have to inquire into the nature of what is go- 
ing on in the world today. We find that it 
is a world-wide revolution in which subject 
people are striving to throw off ancient bonds, 
long imposed hy other and outside powers, 
and to control their own destinies as nations 
in their own right. 

We started that, back in 1776. The spark 
that we kindled then has now, at long last, 
become a raging fire. We started the first 
revolt against what has come in these latter 
days to be called ‘‘colonialism.’’ That gives 
us a mission today to satisfy it, to help di- 
rect it, to keep it out of the grasps of tyran- 
ny. It is, indeed, a grave responsibility, and 
an honorable one. 

Maybe it is well boldly to plunge directly 
into one vast area where we started well, 
then missed our opportunity—even at the 
expense of heresy and a summons from the 
McCarran committee. That is, China. Ours 
was the original inspiration for the first Chi- 
nese revolution, back in 1911 and 1912, the 
Chinese republic of Sun Yat-sen modeled 
That was great news 
for us in those days, as some of you may 
remember, 

Somewhere our idea got lost. Rather than 
hecause of some reasons you may hear to- 
day, it was perhaps because of too much em- 
phasis on business and too little on the hu- 
man side. Communism eventually saddled 
the great upheaval of forces there, and China 
has become, at least for the time being, a 
handmaiden of Russia. 

This is our responsibility and our burden, 
for we started it all. In our mission we have 
a handicap in the various meanings we, our- 
selves, give to democracy. But it should be 
clear by now that if we are to succeed it 
must have the meaning given to it hére in 
the past 20 years—that is, economic democ- 
racy along with political democracy. The 
people must be freed of all sorts of restric- 
tions imposed by powerful, selfish economic 
forces, from within and without, so they can 
help themselves in honest work at good wages 
to provide the basic necessities of living, and 
do that democratically in their governments 
through representatives of their own choos- 
ing as we do. 

That concept we are exporting as ammu- 
nition in the world-wide conflict through our 
Point 4 program, among other ways. That is 
helping people to help themselves. Arms 
won't win this world-wide struggle. They are 
only protection, like a fire department, 
against outbreaks, and we must keep this 
protection. But, basically, it is the American 
idea with which we can win. 

That started it all. That, alone, can fin- 
ish the work in peace with justice.

David Dubinsky 


Getting Spotlight 


YORK—In 
David Dubinsky, perpetual president-dictator 
of the Garment Workers’ Union, went back 
to Europe in luxury aboard the Queen Mary, 


NEW the summer of 1948. 


with his ‘‘secretary of state,’’ to establish 
his political empire. Dubinsky came here 50 
vears ago from Russian Poland, telling a 
vague story of brutal treatment under the 
Czar. Under Franklin Roosevelt, he amassed 
a tremendous political 
fund in the Garment 
Workers’ treasury. Now, 
with the blessing of Har- 
ry Truman, he was re- 
turning to the old world 
to impose his autocratic 
will on all Europe this 
side of the Iron Curtain. 

Dubinsky had $50,000 of 
the union’s money on 
him. He also had a 
blank eheck on. the 
American “intelligence” organization which 
has a budget of hundreds of millions 
and doesn’t account for its spendings. In 
1947, the year before this political foray, 
Dubinsky’s National Union treasury wrung 
$13,000,000 from his subjects, excluding mil- 
lions more in sick and death henefits and 
employers’ contributions to the ‘welfare’ 
fund. 

Dubinsky’s secretary of state on this in- 
vasion of Europe was Jay Lovestone, @ cone 
firmed Communist and still political chief 
of the so-called International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions. Lovestone di ad- 
ditional duty as official idolator, flattering 
his leader in articles cabled back to ‘ Jus- 
tice,”’ official organ of the Garment Work- 
ers’ Union. 

The issue of ‘‘Justice” for July 15, 1948, 
announcing the sailing, identified Lovestone 
as ‘‘director of the international relations 
department”’ of the Garment Workers and 
‘“‘director’’ of the Free Trade Union com- 
mittee of the AFL. 

Today, Lovestone’s title of Dubinsky’s 
“secretary of state” is acknowledged in the 
State department, the Central Intelligence 
Agency under General Beedle Smith, in the 
headquarters of the high commission in Ger- 
many and in Allied headquarters in France. 
And Lovestone is stil! on the record as a 
Communist. His brand of communism {s ac- 
tually Trotsky communism as opposed to 
Stalin’s Muscovite version. 

Irving Brown, a disciple of Lovestone, 
was quietly employed in Dubinsky’s New 
York union headquarters to teach his be 
liefs to Dubinsky’s subjects. His belief in 
communism has been boldly set forth. The 
Lovestone-Brown program calls for the 
slaughter of the American cops and eivil 
defense forces by armed ‘‘workers.’’ Love- 
stone and Dubinsky later put him in charge 
of their empire overseas as Lovestcnes 
‘‘ambassador.”’ 

Last week, In New York, Lovestone’s 
“ambassador,” Irving Brown, convened @ 
big jam-session of European unioneers who 
have been caught in the Lovestone scheme. 
Most are true anti-Communists, not realiz 
ing, perhaps, that Lovestone and Brows 
have hollered up a bloody Soviet revolution.

Doctor Gives His Views 


On Habitual Wine-Drinking 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: Can a woman in the home do harm 
to herself or others by using wines as a daily habit before meals 
and to pick up her spirits during the day? 


Too much wine drinking would 
be harfmul, I suppose, as it 
night be intoxicating. But I feel 
that this woman never let 
herself become intoxicated. How- 
ever, is it possible that continuous 
light drinking might lead t® alco- 
holic addiction in time? 

I have tried to tell Effie (1'll 
call her) that she will put on 
-xcessive weight by habitual wine 
drinking. Isn't that true? Won't 
it damage her health? She says 
she has néver felt better, and 
as she is past 40 she doesn't 
worry about overweight. 

Won't you write something in 
vou column, to sav whether she 
Is starting something that may 
be bad for her and for her teen- 
age children? R. 8. 

DEAR RK. S.: I have put your 
questions to a doctor excvensively 
trained in general practice, whose 
medical knowledge leads him to 
fee] that controlled wine drink- 
ing may be potentially beneficial 
to certain constitutions, pro- 
vided good wines are used. 

When asked what is a good 
wine, he said he had reference 
to ‘‘reputable brands, not those 


will

mentioned sherry and port wines 
as generally favored aids to di- 
gestion, although muscatel, sau- 
terne and Rhine wines also are 
acceptable for the purpose, in his 
view, 

As for the effects of wine on 
digestion, he says it relaxes the 
stomach and stimulates the flow 
of gastric juices, thus increasing 
appetite and improving efficiency 
in assimilating food. An ounce to 
an ounce and-aé half, taken 
leisurely before .meals, is the 
optimum dose. in his opinion. 
And if one’s night rest is dis- 
turbed by nervous tension, some- 
times an ounce of fine wine, 
taken at bedtime, paves the way 
to sound sleep, doctors find. 

It is most unlikely that moder- 
ate wine drinking... as a routine 
with meals and at bedtime, will 
lead to alcoholic addiction in per- 
sons past 42, the doctor says. 
However, the business of taking 
“a nip’ between meals, at odd 
intervals during the day, is not 
recommended, as it smacks of 
leaning on liquor as a crutch, in- 
stead of using wine as. an 
adjunct to better living. as re- 
minds.

Dec, -24 The covernment an- 
nounced today the arrest of a 
correspondent of the Soviet news 
agency Tass on Suspicion of SPpv- 
ing. He was reported to have 
Shown too much interest in ‘Dutch 
internal security measures” 

The correspondent is Levy Con- 
Stantinovich Pissarey, 37. who has 
been in The Netherlands as a Tass 
Writer since February, 1951. 

A Foreign Office spokesman. ip- 
dicating some Dutch. civil servants 
might he implicated, said Pissarev 
had been seen frequently with 
lower grade Dutch ministry em- 
Plovees. whom he u ined and dined 
and showered With gifts. 


CARRYING DOCUMENTS 


Pissarey was arrested last night 
by Hague police on a Street jn 
the center of the city, Authorities 
Said he was found to be carrving 
“classified documents.” Soviet 
Ambassador G. T. : Zaitse, Was 
notified. He asked permission to 
VISIt Pissarey jn jail. A spokes- 
man said the request probably 
would he granted, 

A suspicious sovernment em- 
plovee notified police that Pissarey 
had heen asking him ‘too Many 
things.’
